Thp folinwinpr was taken from a lat­ 
ter written to relatives b y Josephine 
Howell who is at Englewood, Calif , 
and gives an actual account of the 
recent earthquake. 
"Yes! 
We had a real shake and I 
guess the papers did not 
exaggerate 
very much. 
It was something awful 
while it lasted. 
We were very for­ 
tunate; with the exception of some

pictures and

thing was unharmed. I think nine out

down tire places and chimneys, some 
of the frame houses twisted over a 
foot on their foundations.

They are reb uilding as fast 
as possib le b ut It will b e quite a while 
b efore things will he as they were b e­ 
fore the quake.
